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REMARKS 

Claim 1 is pending. Applicants have amended claim 1. Support for the claim 
amendment can be found in the as-filcd specification on page 1 8. Applicants do not concede that 
the subject matter encompassed by the earlier presented claims is not patentable over the art cited 
by the Examiner. ApplicanU rcspectfiilly reserve the right to pursue this claim, including the 
subject matter encompassed by the claim 1 as presented prior to this Amendment, in one ot more 
continuations and/or divisional patent applications. 

I. 35 U.S«C> S 103, Obviousnesj 

The Examiner has rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03 as being unpatentable over 
Beyda. (US Pub No. 2003/0229670 AI), in view oiMarsot et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,010,790 B2), 
and Ayan (U.S. Patent No. 6.769,002 B2). This rejection is respectftilly traversed. 

Applicants have amended claim 1 . An obviousness rejection cannot be made against 
claim 1 , because the combination of references, considered as a whole does not teach or suggest 
each and every feature of claim I as amended. Specifically, the combination of references docs 
not teach or suggest the features: 

1 ) responsive to determining that the desktop of the client computer is active, 
automatically displaying a content of tlie electronic mail message in a popup window, wherein 
the popup window comprises a reply button and an action completed button, and wherein the 
popup window is displayed in a forefront position on the desktop of the client computer, and 
wherein the popup window remains in the forefront position until the recipient of the electronic 
mail message responds to the content of the electronic mail message by selecting one of the reply 
button and the action completed button; 

2) responsive to the recipient of the electronic mail message selecting one of the reply 
button and the action completed button, closing the popup window;
